However, when ‘the Governor 
placed a new board in control Dr. 
Brooks’ retirement was accepted as 
certain. 

Gov. Walton declared the educa- 
tional system of the State had to be 
removed from “political maneuver- 
ing.”’ 

“The university organization has 
been used against me by Yankee Re- 
publicans, and I believe it should be 
placed in Democratic hands,” the 
Governor said. 

When the Governor's intention to 
displace’ President Brooks becarno 
known, former students of the uni- 
versity protested. At a State-wide 
mass meeting of alumni in Okla- 
homa City Sunday, resolutions were 
adopted demanding his retention. As 
head of Oklahoma University Dr. 
Brooks received $7500 a year. His 
salary in Missouri will be $12,500. 

The new‘ Board of Regents will 
meet Thursday to select one of the 
deans as temporary president until 
a permanent successor to Dr. Brooke 
can be chosen, according to Ernest 
T. Bynum, counselor to Gov. Walton. 
A new-president may not be select- 
ed for six months or a year, it was 
said, owing to political conditions. 

“It has been said the sort of an 
educator we want would decline the 
job in the present turmoil,” Bynum 
remarked.

OW SConvrinne 3 hats are blos- 


soming and pussywillows and 
tulips burst forth, the home- 
maker is seized with her annual 
“complex” to clean house. Just as 
tree or flower casts off its winter 
bonds and arrays itself in fresh and 
attractive dress, so the housekeep- 
er longs to open wid¢ the windows, 
exchange old furnishings for new 
and give relief to her emotions in 
beating, scouring and cleaning the 
house from attic to cellar. Let 
Mr. Freud explain why women still 
thrill at spring housecleaning. 


But the right tools are needed to 
make the work of cleaning thor- 
ough without too much effort. And 
possibly no one kind of cleaning 
tool is so help- 
ful-as a brush for 
every purpose. 
Rags do not have 
as much force to 
get at dirt; it 
soils the handg to 
hold and use 
them; they are 
difficult to clean, 
while any brush, 


with its many 
fibers like 80 
many fingers, 


gets under and 
behind and into 
the smallest crevices and corners. 
Let’s see what brushes there are: 


_« There’s the radiator brush—a 
_ ueer, thin, flat brush, with a very 
long handle and bristles about two 
 4nches thick, mounted as on a knife 
_— Diade. It will poke between the 
_#adiator units, behind it, clean the 
wall or back of the feet and get at 
every bit of cobweb and dust which 
the winter has concealed. And it 
“will slide under the piano pedals, or 
‘back of the bookshelves and many 
other places where no hand could 
_ each. It is also just the thing 
for getting the dust away from mat- 
tress springs and from crevices of 
’ wicker and cane furniture. 
A big brother to the radiator 
‘rush is the refrigerator brush, 
with its tuft of bristles set 
on the tip of a flexible wire handie. 
This will poke up and down the 
_ drain pipes, wherever they may be, 
fn sink, bowl or under the refrige- 
_ ator, and such a brush, plus a 
+ hucket of hot water or mild lye so- 
, tution is guaranteed to bring back 
_ #ink and bath fittings to a state of 
3 _fanitary health. 
_ Nothing it better than a broad, 
eg ‘soft-bristle brush on a very long 
_ handle for wiping down walls. The 
tmperceptible dust and soot which 
often thickly covers the upper parts 
of walls and the molding cannot be 
“femoved with a soft mop or even 


( a cloth tied on the end of a broom. 
Use a wall brush of soft but firm 


work downward in even straight! 


wall. Keep the brush clean by) 
shaking and washing in white 
suds. 

Scouring the garbage pail and 
other similar utensils is most un- 
pleasant unless one uses a very 
stiff brush where the bristles are 
mounted all around in a ball and 
the handle is fairly long. Not 
hair, but palmyra fibers, are best, 
and the handle should be of wire, 
with the bristles twisted in so that 


the brush can be easily sterilized 
without the bristles dropping away 
from the glue in a wood beck. With 
such a brush a thorough and most 
mecessary daily care of garbage 
pail, toilet, etc., can be done agrec- 
ably and easily, even when the 
housekeeper is in a good dress. 

Another good type of brush is 
one about 18 inches long, with a 
short handle, looking like a rolling 
pin set with bristles. This short 
and thick brush has great power 
and makes the dirt fly from such 
things as wire window screens, 
roller shades, stiff hangings, auto 
curtains and upholstery, etc. A 
brush of the same type but much 
smaller is unexcelled for removifg 
dirt from the metal work of a range 
or stove, from between the filagree 
of a floor register, etc., as once 
pushed through an opening it pulls 
the dirt back with it when it re- 
turns. 

A “button brush” is exactly what 
its name implies—a brush to re- 
move the embedded dirt from under 
buttons and tufts on upholstered 
furniture, mattresses; etc. It is 
small, short and the bristles cut to 
a point which reaches under any 
button and digs out the dirt. 

Furs as well as all winter cloth- 
ing must be brushed as well as 
aired before laying away. The
